Successful San Francisco Public Health Service Exhibit 
to Again Be Put On in Boston and “ashington. 


The exhibit of the Public Health Service, which attracted 
such favorable attention at San Francisco, at the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, and which was awarded first certificate of merit, will 
now be put on for the benefit of other important medical bodies in the East. 


Thus, additional physicians will have an opportunity te view 
the exhibit, inasmuch as it is first to be shown at a meeting of the Medical Society 
at Boston, in Octeber, and shortly thereafter at the meeting of the American Public 
Health Service, which will follew closely in the same city. 


Then the exhibit will be moved to Washington, where it will 
be shown in connection with the meeting of the Southern Medical Association. 


This will be good news to canners of the country, inasmuch as 
the exhibit portrays the research werk which has been financed by the Naticnal 
Canners Association, both regarding ptomaine poisoning and botulism. By means of 
the exhibit, physicians will again have brought strikingly te their attention the 
story of the safety of canned feods. 


Repeal of Excessive Telephone and Telegraph Tax Advocated. 


Budi ness men of the country are aroused at the continuance 
of the high tax on telephone and telegraph messages, with the result that a bill 
will undoubtedly be introduced in the forthceming Congress for relief. 
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In 1918, during the Wer, e graduated tax was levied on all 
telegrams end telephone messeges where the tolls exceeded fifteen cents. This, of 
course, was justifiable. However, after the War, when the tax was repealed upon 
railroad tickets, certain eutomobile acceesories, and many commodities used by the 
public generally (such tax having been dubbed the "nuisance tax"), the telephone 
and telegraph tax was actually increased. And that was quite a little while after 
the War, too, for it was included in the Revenue Bill of 1921, which set forth that 
telegrams or telephone messages up to fifty cents pay a tax of five cents, and abov 
that, ten cents. 


The average business men has become so used to paying this, 
thet he may be surprised to learn that careful computation, form a reliable emurog, 
indicates that since 1921, out of every hundred dollars worth of messages he sends, 
he peys $11.50 tax, whereas, during the heignt of the War, out of the same amount, 
there was only five dollars tax. To bring the point home more forcibly, the in- 

crease since the War has been over one hundred ver cent. 


Ae @ result of this, a bill will undoubtedly be preserited to 
Congress, which would euthouty repeal this excessive tex. It is hoped, therefore, 
that members of the Netional Yenners Asscciation will lose no opportunity to advo- 
cate this repeal to their Congressmen and Senators, inasmuch eas it is juet and 


fair, and would be of importance not only to the canners themselves, but to all the 
business men of the country. 


State Officials Interviewed on Loca) werehouses 
for Spoiled Canned Foods. 


A representative of the Association has just returned from a 
trip through the Middle West, and reports that several food officials were inter= 
viewed and have given their consent to try out the proposed warehouse plan for 

handling swells claims. 


State and city health officials were called upon wherever the 
opportunity offered, and menifested great interest in the work that has been done 
to explode the "ptomaine poisoning"theory and prove the wholesomeness of canned 
foods. any requests for scientific and other bulletins of the Association have 
been received from them. 


Contents of Fiber Board Boxes Must Be Stenciled on the Outside. 


A member this week probably mede himself liable for the twen- 
ty per cent. freight penalty, because he wes not aware of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission ruling regarding shipping unlabeled canned foods in fiber cases, without 
marking the contents on the outside of the shipping cases. Notwithstanding the 
fact that this subject has been taken up in ea previous issue of the membership let- 
ter, in order that other canners may again be reminded of the ruling, @llew us to 


say that we have had this matter up with the Interstate Commerce Commission on 
several occasions. 


Under date of January 8 this year, the Commission replied to 
a letter of enquiry from us as follows: 


"As stated in the Commission's previous letter to you, rule 
41 of the consolidated freight classification requires that fiberboard boxes be 
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stenciled on the outside so as to show the nature of the contents, but it does not 
require that the individual cans in the boxes be labeled." 


It will be noted that this ruling does not effect shipments 
of unlabeled canned foods in wooden boxes. The above reforences are simply to 
those boxes made of fiber. 


Bulletin on Toine to Products. 


The Research Laboratory has issued a number of bulletins re- 
gerdiug tomato products, two of these were in the form of bulletins and the others 
were issued as articles in trade papers, reprints being secured for distribution. 
4ll of this material has been compiled and a general bulletin on tomato products 
will be ismed this week, and will be distributed immediately to members of the 
As@ ciation who can tomatoes and tomato products. It was expected that this bulle- 
tin would be issued several weeks ago but it has unfortunately been delayed by the 
printer. 


Nearly two years ago the National Research Council appointed 
an Advisory Committee for the Research Laboratory. This committee consists ef 
seven members, who are well and favorably known in their professions. One of them 
is a well known canning engineer, the others are connected with leading celleges 
and universities and are among the best known men in their profession. The purpose 
of the committee is to study the research work of the laboratory, criticize it 
minutely, and make suggestions regarding the manner in which it is conducted and 
regarding new lines of research work that might be of advantage. 


Thus far, it has not been possible to have a meeting of the 
committee and its activity has been limited to occasional individual consultation 
with its members. The committee will meet in the laboratory next week and it is 
believed that the meeting will be of material advantage to the research work of the 
laboratory. It will also serve to give a group of scientific men in several uni- 
versities a more intimate understanding of the problems of the canning industry.

This information will be of considerable assistance to the 
many canning companies in that State. or, perhaps, adjacent Ssates, who have filed 
applivetions with the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to have their excess profit

These sections are known as the SPECIAL ASSESSMENT or "Re= 


lease Sections", and handle cases involving abnormalities of capital, where capital 
consieted largely of borrowed money or intangible assets which had not been capita!- 
ized. This also includes abnormalities of income where the earnings of one year re 
flect the unproductive activities of the company over a period of years Or where 
very sma]l saleries for the voluine of business done were paid to officials.
